Bouton has not only handled the bulk of
the wool of the country-—it han stoadily
furnished about four to Ave times as muah
wonl for Philadelphlia consumption as the
Philadelphia  congerns Out of between
126,000,000 and 150,000,000 pounds used in
anit near Philndelphin eiach year only about
25,000,000 pounds are furnighed throukh
local dealers. The remalinder has been fur-
nished through Boston denlers principally,
1n other words, Baoston has "grabbed™
§60,000 000 worth of wool business from eur
wool merchants annually

From these fgures it becomen apparent
pow much in lost on wool demanded and
not procurahle hore The function of the
pew ayctinn will be to makie it posslhis for
all of the firma using wool in factories near
the city to gev their supply through the
Philadealphin auction

A, . Bigelow, of Swift & Co.,. 147 South
Front street, preéaident of the auction, sald
today that great quantities nf wool are now
avallable and that hundreds of Inguiries
have been recelved relitive to the coming
auctlons

“Tha wonol auction,” mid Mr. Blgelow,"
fs the only falr means of selling wool, It
will place the Philadeiphia mirket on A
basls equaling that of London and will
insure that the farmer. In sending his wool
to Philadelphin, will get a better price or
at least a price founded on competition, |1
can not say Just now rapldly this plan will
atiract wool to this elty.

“The plan s & simple one, heing some-
what simliar to a stock exchange. Membira
will pny $100 for n seal and dues amount-
n yenr for membership. The
the nuction will be conducted
by an executive committee and the mem-
pers will be governed by the bylaws. Mem-
bers may be ousted from thelr seats for
violatlons. The shipper of wool to a com-
misslon merchant, n member of the auction,
will be protected by the Government, for
the hooks of every commissloner must be
onen for examination at all t'mes, Tt will be
a8 much i criminal offense to auctlon wool
for & cllent at one price and pay him an-
other price as it Is to #¢ll n stock for a
client and pay him less than the stock
brought."”

Publle auctioneers will have no chanea
fn tha auectionx The auctionser ususlly
charges somewhers near 5 per cent for
handling a sale. This will probably be in
exoesn of the percentage that will be
charged for handling o conslgnment of woo|
completa.  Several loeal auctioneers have
been attempting to “horn in” on the com-
Ing auctions. Mr. Bigélow laughed today
when ha pointed out that auctioneers sug-
gested that they usually charge § per cent.
It does seem rather high when one econsid-
era that if one nuctionesr got the business
of the auction he would get somewhere
ground $3.000,000 a year f.the auction be-
comes @s hig a8 Its potentialities.

AR soon as the auction has been organized
it will be given publicity throughout the
country. The plan wiil be to get the actunl
producers of wool to understand that they
can ship any quantity from 100 pounds of
wool up to thousasnds of pounds o & coms-
miszion man, member of the nuction. He
will oarefully grade the wool. it will be
placed in the catalogus and the eatalogue
will go out 1o buyers. Buyers will know from
the catalogue where thoy ean find the
graden of wool they want, for it will be
held In the warehouse of the comminsion
man until the dny of the auction Buyers
can go the warehouse, exarfhine the
wool and determdne upan the price they
will bid for the wool, Of courne, there will
Bpring up organizations of growers to ship
by carloads to cut freight costs and most
mhipwients will be handled this way

The eammisalon men will handle waool to
the advintage of the owner, beecause thelr
commission will Increase with the price thay
obtuin, Tiey may take the wool of a hun.
dred differen growers and grade it into the
hevessary casalflcations, cach class con-
taining o few Neecns of each Brower In
this way it will bhe wold as o hig lot, and
therarore will bring a better price than if
Mld i small jots. - Each grower will be
credited with the number of poundis he
has in each class

The grading will be donoe by the commiss
Eloh house's expert graders nna &n Auction-
eer, or & member of the firm, acting as
apetioneer, will make the sale on the foor,
Thus the commissioners wiil handle the
1oty consigned to them from the time they
are recelved until they nare sold on the
floor.

they have usually been sold for $100, The
other was thot whatever interest future
loans may demand this will be the interest
of the Liberty Loan, 'Then, too, they are
free of tlax.
